Dr.  Benjamin  C.  Roberson  was  the  Foun- 
der's day  speaker  at  the  University  on  April 
7,  1957.  The  program  was  dedicated  to  the 
memory  of  the   late   President   Hardy   Liston. 

Dr.  Roberson  was  a  classmate  of  Dr.  Liston, 
having  graduated  from  the  University  in  1911. 
As  a  student  he  was  a  star  athlete  in  baseball, 
football  and  tennis.  He  was  Chaplain  of  the 
old  Fifteenth  New  York  Regiment  which  be- 
came the  famous  369th  Regiment  of  World 
War  I.  He  has  served  as  pastor  of  Evans 
Metropolitan  A.  M.  E.  Zion  Church,  Fayette- 
ville,  North  Carolina.  He  also  served  as  pastor 
in  Paterson,  New  Jersey,  before  accepting  his 


present  assignment  as  pastor  of  Mother  Zion 
A.  M.   E.   in  New  York  City. 

Since  Dr.  Liston  died  in  office.  Dr.  J.  W. 
Seabrook,  acting  president  said:  "It  seems 
fitting  that  instead  of  the  festivities  which 
would  be  appropriate  for  the  90th  Anniver- 
sary of  the  founding  of  the  University,  the 
Founders  Day  this  year  should  be  a  memorial 
to  the  late  Dr.  Liston  who  did  so  much  for 
the   university    in   the    last   nine   years" 

The  Memorial  Services  were  held  at  4:00 
o'clock  p.m.,  Sunday,  April  7,  1957,  at  the 
University   Church.
